Roochor, of Indianapolis. had already sroused
Eastern Interest in the man and his preachings,
and through the inflricnce of bhis frisad and ad-
vooate, Mr, Willlam P, Cuttor, of New York,
Mr, Beecher, who was thon (n that olly, waa
asked to proalde st the opening of the new Con-
grogatiousl Chiurch (o Brooklyn, May 16, 18T
Mr. Beechor's disooursos prodoeed a stroag 1m-
pression upon his sudiesce, aud at s subseyguent
mesting i June, 1547, at which the anme of Ply-
mouth Chureh was adopied, Lo was electod unen
tmotkly by the soclety to the pastorsie, and an
tmmediato invitation was given him 0 assumne
the position. In March, 184§, 1he pavior was ta-
ken with n severe lilness, which confined him o
the house for two months and disabled him |
from prosohing until Soprambor, aor did he ro-
cover his full strongth untll the winter. In

Beechor to leave Plymouth Church, but in yain
In 160 Mr. Beechor was editor in chief anda
principal owner of the CArlstica [nion. which
was then rapidly incronsing 118 clrenlation and
Influence. Fle hnd been formerly the editor of
the Indepenident n journal of similer charnoter,
the sditortal chalr of which he reslgued 16 favor
of Theodore Tilon,

What s known us the Reecher - Tilton seandal
is still frosh is the muind of the uewspapar
reader,  Mr. Beeeher submitted the whole mat-
tor to the investigntlon of o commiitee conslst-
ing of same of e most eminent sod respecied
members of his ehurch and socivty. They ro-
ported unanimonsly, after giving Mr. Tillonis
full bearing, that the charge was entirely false,
snd this report was unsaimously sdopted by the
church uwud copgregation.,

Mr. Bedctier's four children are all grown up
and married. His sldest son, Colone!l Henry
Barwa Heecher, 18 & well-known losuranoe
man in Brooklyn, Major Willlam €. Deecher
Is & lawyer, and the youngest, Herbert

ARMY DESERTERS,

Reasons for the Extenslve FPercentage of
Desertion from Our Army.

Smal! s our army is, there i3 & most
excessive percentage of desertion from
it, and this although the men are fur
better fed and paid than any soldiers in
the world, The reasons for this state
of affairs can be readily found. A
great number of men enlistfor the pur-
pose of being sent West, and then de-
serting.  This olass is very large and
exceeding hard to deal with, ns it is
next to impossible to apprebond them,
owing to the genernl feeling through-
out the monntain regions that they
have escaped from a kind of slavery.
Another class linhla to desert consists
of young men of good family who have
become dissipated, and sulisted in n
moment of despair. But the strangest
clusy is that of the ehronie deserters.
These men enlist, desert, and then en-
list again. The recrniting office is one
of the Lest places in which to apprehend
deserters, Not infrequently men give
themselves up, preferring to sarve thoii
sentence in the military prison and
live in peacs. I heard such s man Bay
that after he had doserted, he could not
see three men talking together withont
suspeceting that they were about to give
him up to the Government and sveure
the thirty dollars reward. Oune of the
most amusing incidents of my life was
when'a, mun came to my oflice, an-
nounced himself as a deserter,and wish-
e to be sent to prison.  Ttold him that
the boat for the Island was just on the
point of leaving, and that i we conld
eateh it the commanding officer wounld
probably be good enough to place him
in confinement. He waited to hear no
more, but roshed down the hill st full
speed and by greatexertions succeeded
in getting on board the boat which was
to carry him to prison. The causo of
thizstrange performance wns a desire
to secure  medical attendance free
of charge. The hardest cases are those
where men surrender thomselves in
order to exeape intolerable hlackmuil
by some one who bat become possess
ed of his secret and constantly threat-
ens exposore unless he iswell paid for
silence.—Caplain  Jumes, in Sl Louis
Globe-Demaoeral.
